Reference is made to our telephonic oonvers'lt.tion of this date. 

As you know, there has been quite a problem iilth relation to the check of 
incoming money orders at the Ithaca Post Office for all orders made payable 
to ALFRED SAP^T. The Post Office has checked all orders eninating from 
New York, Ohio, and California for the period from June, 19S7. This has 
succeeded in locating several money orders payable to SARAI^T remitted by 
riLLlAM PERL, VIVIAN GLASSMAN, and HETTIE SA''/IDGS. In the period from 
December, 1948 to January, 1950, only one order has been located' - this is 
one remitted by VIVIAN GLASSliAN from New York City. 


To have the Post Office check all money orders from December, 1948 to January, 
1950, v.ould be practically impossible. Kov/ever, the P§st Office agreed to 
check their daily money order sheets for this period for all incoming orders 
in the amounts of ^45., $45.60, $46., and $47. These daily sheets list the 
following infomation concerning each order; date, amount, serial number, 
and number of issuing office. Once the identity of the issuing office is 
knovm, the P@st Office can then check the orders coming from that oifice 
end locate the original cancelled money order stub.
